of these customers ever saw a stamp 
magazine. 

I realize this is not a true cross- 
section of philatelists the country 
over, for this dealer caters specially 
to the juvenile trade, and does most 
of his advertising in comic publica- 
tions. But, the point is, there are 
thousands of collectors—I should say 
hundreds of thousands of collectors 
—who do not subscribe to any stamp 
magazine. 

It can’t figure out any other way. 
The number of stamp collectors in 
the United States has been estimated 
at anywhere from one million to ten 
million. Personally, I think the ten 
million estimate is away too high, 
for that would make one person out 
of about every 15 a stamp collector, 
and I hardly believe we can say that 
large a percentage of the popu- 
lation embrace the “king of hobbies.” 

On the other hand, the one mil- 
lion estimate is likely too low—but 
for the sake of argument let us say 
there are a million stamp collectors 
in the United States 

All right—so we have a million 
collectors (conservative estimate). I 
don’t know exactly how many stamp 
publications there are in this country 
—and I doubt if anyone else has an 
exact count, for new publications are 
springing up every few days. Some of 
these new publications live only a 
few issues—others struggle along 
for years and finally reach a “place 
in the sun.” Among the leading 
stamp publications there is one with

a circulation of about 36,000; four or 


five others with circulations of ` 


between 20,000 and 30,000 each; sev- 
eral with circulations between 5,000 
and 20,000; as well as numerous 
small magazines with circulations 
around 1,000 or so. 

Add all this up, and you will get a 
possible total of 300,000 combined 
circulation of all the philatelic pub- 
lications in the country. Consider the 
duplication, in that many collectors 
subscribe to several publications, and 
I think it would be a very conserva- 
tive estimate to say that not more 
than 250,000 collectors are receiving 
a stamp publication regularly. 

Maybe many get stamp informa- 
tion from weekly stamp columns in 
daily newspapers or other publica- 
tions, but every stamp collector 
should subscribe to at least one of 
the many magazines devoted ex- 
clusively to philately.

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The following is from an address 
given before the Galt Stamp Club 
last spring by Rev. W. D. Goodger. 
We appreciate permission to publish 
this for our readers. 





Most collectors these days are 
specializing in one thing or another. 
The day of the collector who tries to 
collect one of everything has just 
about passed. It is passing because 
more stamps are being issued each 


year than any but the most wealthy 
collectors could possibly accumlate. 
And yet the tendency to specialize 
ought not to come too early in col- 
lecting life. I always feel that it is 
wise for young collectors to start 
with a general collection. It broadens 
their interest—it increases their gen- 
eral knowledge of stamp collecting, 
to say nothing about what they can 
learn of history and geography if 
they follow their hobby with some 
zeal and persistence. It does, more- 
over, give them an opportunity to 
survey the field before they chose 
their particular area for specializa- 
tion. 

It seems rather natural that most 
collectors will be interested in the 
stamps of their own country. But 
it would be a sorry day for philately 
in general if people were to restrict 
their interest to the stamps of their 
own country. So while you may want 
to keep as a specialty some partic- 
ular field or study of the stamps of 
Canada, I believe that every collec- 
tor should have some particular 
interest in the field of philately out- 
side of his own country, and outside 
of the British Commonwealth of 
nations as well, 

For example: I have been interest- 
ed for some time in stamps with 
religious designs, or religious stories 
back of them. Perhaps that’s only 
natural. I have heard of packages of 
architectural stamps, animals, rulers, 
etc. being sold—hut I have never

seen any packages of what you might 
call “religious” stamps being on sale. 


I thought perhaps that I was alone 
in my hobby. But just recently I dis- 
covered that there is a society called 
COROS—the Collectors of Religion 
on Stamps Society. I don’t know its 
headquarters — though I have dis- 
covered that one of the Vive-Presi- 
dents lives at Terrace Park, Ohio. 
The society had over 300 members, 
publishes its own journal, the Coros 
Chronicle, and performs the usual 
functions of respectable philatelic 
societies. It is amazing how many 
stamps depict religious subjects—and 
it is amazing how interesting such 
a collection of stamps can be. Al- 
though I have tended to limit my col- 
lecting of late years to Canada, this 
has given me an interest in the 
stamps of the whole world—any 
country—all countries. 

Or I might mention the new 
scheme of Kasmir Bileski of Win- 
nipeg. He has offered a prize of 
$200.00 or more to the first one who 
will assemble a collection of one each 
of every variety of stamp priced at 
2c in Scott’s Catalogue of the World 
Parts 1 € II. As there are about 
10,000 such stamps, theoretically it 
should be possible to make such a 
collection easily and quickly at a 
maximum expenditure of $200 even 
if you paid full catalogue price for 
every stamp collected. I need searce- 
ly say that paying full catalogue for 
most of them would be financially 
foolish. It is an idea which has 
evidently struck fire with large 
numbers of collectors. I tend to fav- 
our anything which creates wide 
interest in the field of philately. For 
a true philatelist is interested in 
much more than mere quantity col- 
lections (such as papering a room 
with stamps, which was once a pop- 
ular pastime in England), and much 
more than in forming mere pretty 
collections. 

I rather suspect, however, that 
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most of you are particularly inter- 
ested in Canadian stamps I might 


interest a few if I were to talk about 
some of the other fields of collec- 
tinge—but if I talk about Canadian 
stamps, I hope to interest most of 
you. 


Collecting the stamps of Canada 
soon becomes a problem of sustain- 
ing interest unless you start to 
specialize. You can quickly secure 
most of the stamps that have been 
issued, and at comparatively little 
cost. If an adult, who is working 
and has a little spare cash now and 
then, really starts out to collect the 
stamps of Canada, and is satisfied 
with either mint or used copies, he 
should be able within a year or two, 
to secure all of the major varieties, 
except perhaps for a dozen—which 
will take considerable more cash, 
and hence more time. But that is 
just giving you face different var- 
ieties. If you want to specialize in 
the whole line of Canadian stamps, 
if you want all the variety of shades, 
paper, watermarks, perforations, and 
cancellations, then a thousand dol- 
lars won’t get you very far. And 
that immediately rules out most of 
us. Unless, of course, you consider 
the stamps an investment. Many of 
us try to save a little bit of money 
each year, if we possibly can. I think 
that Canadian stamps are a first rate 
investment. And gains made in the 
value of stamps are considered cap- 
ital gain, so I have heard, and as 
such is not taxable income. But, it 
is not enough for you to realize the 
investment value of Canadian 
stamps, you have to persuade your 
wife of that fact too. And if it hap- 
pens that she is not a philatelist, 
you have a touchy job on your hands. 

But there are plenty of fields for 
specializing in Canadian stamps that 
do not require large sums of money— 
the small queens issues, for shades 
and cancellations—‘‘cork” cancel- 
lations, flag cancellations on Can- 
adian stamps, railway cancellations 
postal slogans, ete. 

One interesting specialty—and one 
within the reach of most collectors 
financially, is the 1912-26 issue of 
George V, the so-called Admiral 
issue of stamps. I am going to try to 
open up the subject of this issue. I 
have no hope of saying the last word 


about it. Indeed, Winthrop S. Boggs, 
in his book, THE POSTAGE 
STAMPS AND POSTAL HISTORY 
OF CANADA has this to say: “This 


complicated and interesting series of 
stamps has been the subject of much 
study by many students, and the 
last word will psobably never be 
written. It is therefore with con- 
siderable trepidation that we offer 
these notes, in hope that they will 
enable students to continue their 
studies to fill in the gaps and revise 
our knowledge of these stamps.” 

I merely want to mention a few 
of the problems connected with this 
issue, and a few of the interesting 
things to look for in these stamps. 

I may say right off, that from my 
own studies of this issue I would 
differ on occasions both from Boggs 
and from Dr. Holmes in his hand- 
book on Canadian stamps. Yet, while 
saying that, I realize that my own 
study of this issue has been most 
superficial in comparison with either 
of these other men. It is indeed, you 
might say, a subject in which I have 
an interest, but about which I know 
very little indeed. 

I can’t begin to cover the whole of 
this subject—but if I can interest 
some other person or persons to take 
up this study—or some other special- 
ized study of Canadian stamps, per- 
haps I can consider the job well done. 

King Edward VII died on May 6, 
1910. But this set of Admiral stamps 
was not issued until Jan. 1, 1912, and 
even then the stamps were placed on 
sale in a helter-skelter fashion 
between January 1 and January 17 
or later. It is interesting to note too, 
that when the Jubilee stamps of 
George V went on sale in 1935, it 
was on May 4, instead of May 6, 
which would have made exactly 25 
years of reign for King George V. 

I want to mention what is often an 
object of philatelic scorn, a straight- 
edge stamp. The Admiral stamps, 
with the exception of the first 50c 
ones, were issued in sheets of 400, 
cut down into sheets of 100 for de- 
livery to the postmasters. This pro- 
duced 4 sheets of stamps with 
straight edges on two sides of each 
sheet. 

You could start your specializing 
in this issue if you wished, by get- 
ting 9 stamps of each of the differ- 
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ent denominations, 4 stamps with 2 
straight edges, 4 with one straight 
edge, and one stamp with perfora- 
tions on all sides. These straight 
edged stamps are as legitimate phil- 


atelic varieties as are completely 
imperforate stamps. 
You will discover that in this 


series of stamps there are different 
dies. We must remember that this 
issue had a long life, of some 16 
years including the years of the first 
World War. This gave rise to a 
number of variations in die, colour, 
perforation, because of shortages of 
materials, or for one reason or 
another, some of which I may 
mention later. 


For the benefit of some who may 
not have paid much attention previ- 
ously to the subject, let me say that 
the first step in the production of 
stamps, after the designs have been 
approved, is the making of a “die”. 
The die is a small, flat piece of soft 
steel on which the design is recess 
engraved in reverse by engraving 
tools and etching. After the engrav- 
ing is completed, the “die” is harden- 
ed to withstand the pressure of later 
operations. This leaves the design of 
the stamp, cut into the metal, in re- 
verse. 


The second step is the making of 
a transfer roll, which is the means 
used to transfer the design from the 
“die” to the plate. This is made by 
rolling a piece of soft steel into the 
design until the soft steel is forced 
into every line of the hardened die. 
This transfer roll is then hardened. 
This leaves the design of the stamp, 
as it would appear, but standing out 
in relief on the metal. 


The third step is the transfer of 
the design from the relief to the 
plate. The plate, once again, starts as 
soft steel, and when pressure is ap- 
plied to the relief on the plate, it 
leaves an impression on the metal 
plate, which is DESIGN, in RE- 
VERSE, sunk in. The position of the 
plate is determined by position dots” 
and “plate layout lines’ lightly mark- 
ed on the plate in advance. After the 
required transfers have been enter- 
ed, the position dots, layout lines, 
scratches, are generally burnished 
out, and any required “GUIDE lines” 
or “plate numbers” added. A proof 
is then taken, and if it is approved, 
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the plate is hardened, and ready for 
use. 


Evidently in the case of the Ad- 
miral stamps, a master die was en- 
graved, complete except for the 
numerals and the words of value. 
From this seven working dies were 
laid down and the necessary figures 
and letters added. Later additional 
working dies were made for new 
denominations, or new working dies 
for others. The transfer rolls prob- 
ably contained 5 reliefs for laying 
down the plates. 

In your specializing of this stamp 
you will find different dies, partic- 
ularly in the le and 8c. Changes are 
also observable in the 2c and the 20e 
stamps. I can scarcely take time to 
point out the particular differences 
in the dies, I must refer you to Boggs 
and Holmes books for discussions on 
this matter. (These books, by the 
way, can be borrowed at a low rental 
rate of 25c per week from the C.P.S. 
library, if you are a member). I 
must point out with some hesitation 
that I am not satisfied with the die 
differences as either of these two 
honoured gentlemen have described 
them. Study the issue and try to 
find your own answer to the die 
differences. i 

You will also discover, without 
looking too long, stamps on which 
not only the plate position dots show, 
but on which the plate layout lines 
show very clearly. The position dots 


are quite worthy of note, for they 
will, for example, in the fifty cent 
black, distinguish plate one from 
the later plates. 

You will also discover fine lines 
running horizontally across stamps 
of some denominations notably the 
one and two cent stamps, but also 


occuring at times on the five cent. 
These are called hair-lines and seem 
to be caused by a cracking of the 
metal when the plates are curved to 
fit the presses. These cracks fill with 
ink as an engraved line would, and 
show on the finished stamp. 

In your study you will discover 
that some of the stamps are wider 
than others. I do not refer to the 
extra width of the paper itself— 
though you will find differences here 
too. I refer now to the extra width 
of the design. In Dr. Holmes book he 
commonly refers to the difference 
as being one millimetre. I believe 
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that he really means % millimetre. 
I have never found any stamps dif- 
fering one mm, and he was likely 
using a gauge marked, as is mine, 
in lMmm lines; with your eye to a 
high power magnifying glass, it is 
easy to forget that the lines are only 
1% mm. apart, instead of 1mm. 

The early printings were from 
slightly curved flat plates on damp- 
ened paper. The use of damp paper 
resulted in the stamps shrinking 
when dry. Especially is this to be 
noted if you compare early and late 
printings. The late printings, from 
December 1922 for some denomina- 
tions, were printed on dry pre- 
gummed paper. By 1926 all printings 
were of this nature. These printings 
are usually about %mm wider thar 
the wet-paper printings. Occasional- 
ly the paper was cut or fed into the 
press turned % around so that the 
grain of the paper caused the stamps 
to shrink vertically instead of the 
usual narrowing. The one cent green 
booklet shows this. Dr. Holmes 
mentions that a short 2c carmine 
booklet pane is known by a part pane 
of 4 copies on a cover to Winnipeg 
dated 1912. He says that no mint 
copies are known. Well, I happen to 
have a mint copy of a short 2c car- 
mine in the early light shade this 
stamp has a straight edge on the top, 
and could easily have come from a 
booklet pane. Don't, I suggest again, 
throw stamps away simply because 
they have a straight edge on them. 

A knowledge of which stamps are 
wide and which are narrow can 
sometimes save you money, For in- 
stance. Plate 3 of the 50c was print- 
ed in a brownish-black ink. This is 
perhaps the scarcest of the 50c 
stamps. Yet I can imagine some 
people passing it up as one of the 
still lighter shades of brownish- 
black or grey-brown stamps from 
plate 4. These latter are still com- 
mon and still priced very low. The 
valuable 50c stamps are all on the 
wet-paper printing—and are about 
Wmm narrower than the cheaper 
dry-printing stamps of plate 4. It is 
also important to notice that the 2e 
green coil stamp, perforated 12 hor- 
izontally, and which is becoming so 
scarce, is always from the narrow 
early printings. I have seen trimmed 
copies of the late printing of the 2e 
green verforated stamps which are 


wide, passed on as genuine coils. It 
is well to check your collection, and 
be very suspicious of any 2c green 
coil in which the design is over 
174%4mm wide. 

Speaking of stamp width, it is in- 
teresting to note the story concerning 
the imperforate and part perforate 
stamps of this issue. In 1923, accord- 
ing to Boggs, two sheets of the 1, 2, 
and 3c stamps, perforated 8 vert- 
ically and imperforate horizontally 
were issued as a favour to a gentle- 
man of considerable influence in Ot- 
tawa. At the same time twenty 
sheets of each were set aside and 
were later sold as a lot to another 
collector. These were later put on 
sale at a fairly high price, and the 
Philatelic Department at Ottawa was 
beseiged by requests for some of the 
stamps. In order to satisfy the de- 
mand, it was decided to re-issue them 
and put them on sale thru the Phila- 
telic Dept. However, they did not 
seem to think of the differences that 
could arise in new printings of these 
stamps. The first printing had been 
done by the wet-printing method— 
the second printings by a dry-print- 
ing method with the result that there 
were quite easily distinguished dif- 
ferences. In the meantime, the postal 
rates had been changed, and the 3c 
plates destroyed, so these were never 
able to be reprinted, and the price 
remains very high. Some persons 
evidently perforated the imperforate 
sheets of the 3c that were available 
in 1926 at the philatelic agency in 
Ottawa. So it is something to watch 
for if you ever buy stamp number 
130a. 

In 1924 the 1c yellow, the 2c green, 
and 3c carmine imperforates were 
placed on sale at the Philatelic Sec- 
tion of the Post Office Department. 

There are really a great many 
more things that should be said 
merely to introduce the subject of 
the Admiral issues of George V. I 
would just like to mention in passing 
though—the 2c coils made from 
ordinary sheet stamps torn in strips 
of ten and pasted together, giving a 
coil with perforations all round. 
These can only be distinguished by 
the paste-up strips which are hand- 
stamped on the back, Postage Stamp 
Division. Another interesting variety 
of coil is the le green, perforated 12

horizontally with two large holes as 
an extra perforation. In July 1918 
a trial was made in Toronto of a 
stamp vending maching in which the 
above coil was used. After two days 
trial the experiment was discon- 
tinued. 

I haven't mentioned the so-called 
experimental papers—or the prob- 
lem of whether the dies were deep- 
ened by etching—on which point 
Boggs and Holmes differ widely. I 
haven’t said much about the variety 
of shades or of the reworked dies— 
showing distinct differences, for ex- 
ample, on the 20c olive green stamps. 
I haven’t been able to talk about the 
overprints—or the war-tax stamps, 
or revenues used for postage—or 
chrome plating. And there is a great 
deal more that hasn’t been touched. 
But I hope that I have said enough 
to show that there is a very wide 
field of interest in these stamps 
which are often considered uninter- 
esting, because ther are no pictorials 
among them. They make a first class 
specialty—and one within the fin- 
ancial range of most collectors. 


HOLMES NEW CATALOG 


Running 266 pages, Holmes New 
Specialized Catalogue of Canada and 
British North America is just that. 
This book should be the property of 
every dealer and collector interested 
in Canadian stamps and other phila- 
telic matters relating to early B.N.A. 
and later day Dominion of Canada. 
We do not expect to be thoroughly 
conversant with this book before the 
fall season opens, but what we have 
been able to see of it prepares us 
unhesitatingly to recommend it. Be- 
ginning with Essays it continues 
through with Province of Canada 
issues, the later Dominion issues, 
pioneer air mail stamps, the remain- 
ing early provinces, Newfoundland, 
postal stationery, Revenues from 
Supreme Court to Telephone Franks. 

Profuesly illustrated, it is also 
printed in plain 8 point type without 
waste of space that packs the volume 
with a mine of information. There is 
information on varieties, the en- 
gravers, highlights of Canada, can- 
cellations, numeral post offices, 


booklets, quantities of stamps issued 
(where available), pioneer air flights 
and their priced covers, post cards, 
ete. One could write up a lengthy 
list without exhausting possibilities 
of the book. It is Dr. Holmes most 
practical book to date, covering as 1t 
does practically everything philatelic 
in relation to Canada except pre- 
cancels. 

Cloth bound in hard covers it is a 
compact item for the bookshelf. It 
retails for $5.00 post paid by the 
Victoria Stamp Co. London, Ont.

CACHET TIES IN WITH 
HALIFAX STAMP 


“Popular Stamps” has received a 
first day cover commemorating the 
Bi-centenary of Halifax, which is 
unique in the fact that, along with 
the Bicentenary stamp, the illustra- 
tions tie in with the three first events 
which occurred at Halifax in relation 
to the founding, namely, (1) The 
advance arrival of the founder, Col. 
the Hon. Edward Cornwallis, (2) the 
arrival of the first settlers, (3) the 
settlers beginning to clear the forest 
and build the town. 

The portrait of Cornwallis is from 
the painting by Sir George Chalmers 
which hangs in the Nova Scotia 
Archives, The “Arrival of the Set- 
tlers” is from a photograph (also in 
the Nova Scotia Archives) of a water 
colour by Lewis E. Smith, the 
original of which is in the possession 
of Miss Louise Clayton, Halifax. The 
third element appears on the Bi- 
centenary stamp. 

From a philatelic point of view the 


because the artist, the late Lewis E. 
Smith, was deeply interested in 
philately and it was on his initiative 
that the Nova Scotia Stamp Club 
was organized. Also, it is especially 
appropriate by virtue of the associa- 
tion of Halifax with ships from the 
day of its founding. 

Mr. Smith was at one time 
Principal of the Nova Scotia College 
of Art (an institution founded as the 
Victoria School of Art and Design to 
commemorate the occasion of Queen 
Victoria's Golden Jubilee in 1887) 
and later head of the Art Depart- 
ment of Acadia University. 


It is perhaps not too much to say 
that this cover, understood to be of 
very limited edition, is the most ap- 
propriate cover issued in celebration 
of the Bicentenary, both on account 
of its definite relation to the found- 
ing of the city and its association 
with the artist, who was a native of 
Halifax and, in the early 1920’s, the 
promoter, and a charter member of, 
the Nova Scotia Stamp Club.

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Blue Bell 
Stamp News 





Our attention was recently drawn 
to a department on stamps in “The 
Blue Bell”, an employees’ magazine 
published by the Bell Telephone Co., 
at Montreal. Contributing editor for 
this department is J. F. Melvin, 
whose writings fittingly cover the 
subject. We reproduce one of his 
articles from the March, 1948, “Blue 
Bell”. 


About this time last year 
Bell employees were all agog 
the Alexander Graham Bell stamp, 
and our philatelists were studying 
the stamps under powerful magnify- 
ing glasses, hoping to discover some 
error, or variety in the printing, but 
as apparently no varieties of note 
have been reported to date we may 
consider the stamp to be a well- 
produced job. It was a very popular 
issue, although on sale about four 
months, 

The four-cent “Citizenship” stamp, 
issued July 1, 1947, was on sale about 
seven months, and has now been re- 
moved from the list of available 
stamps at the Philatelic Agency at 
Ottawa. 

It is presumed about the same 
number of the Bell and Citizenship 
stamps were issued, and unofficially 
we think the figure would be about 
25,000,000 for the Bell commemora- 
tive. 

On February 16, 1948, Canada 
issued another four-cent stamp com- 
memorating the Royal Wedding, and 
showing H.R.H. Princess Elizabeth, 
and the sale of First Day Covers, 
which by the way are officially post- 
marked Ottawa, is expected to break 
all records. 

The “Princess” stamp is well print- 
ed, and is of regular size, being 21 
mm x 24 mm., which means less 
“licking” and easier handling for the 
postmasters. You may notice in the 
corners of the outer frame line a 
small colored triangle, which is simi- 
lar to that of the Bell stamp. At the 
lower left corner just about on the 
inner frame line, you will find the 
secret date 1947, in the light shading 
of the dress.

I have neither found nor heard of 
any varieties on the stamp at this 
early date, but take a look at 
the Australian one-penny Princess 
stamp, then compare it with this 
Canadian issue. One would think that 
the die for both stamps was cut from 
the same photograph of the Princess, 
as they are so much alike. 

Two types of cancellations on the 
First Day Covers have been found, 
the first one is cancelled “Ottawa, 
Ont.” and the other “Ottawa-Ont- 
ario”. 

The Princess Elizabeth stamp, like 
the two above-mentioned commem- 
oratives, was printed on two plates, 
Number 1 and 2, and on the margin 
of a plate number block, the in- 
scription in English and French— 
“Marriage of H.R.H. Princess Eliza- 
beth” appears. The month’s delay in 
issuing this stamp was partly due to 
exceptionally heavy Christmas mails, 
making it necessary to rush the 
printing of extra supplies of the 
regular: stamps. Wouldn’t it have 
been jolly had Ottawa  surcharged 
these old off-centre stamps still on 
sale at the Philatelic Agency in order 
to clear them out? 


Canada has produced many excel- 
lent postage stamps, and one in 
particular which is in the foreground 
of philately is the 50-cent Dark Blue 
of 1939 showing the schooner “Blue- 
nose”. This stamp has, on a number 
of occasions been judged by various 
philatelic groups as the world's most 
beautiful stamp.

Several catalogs have also been 
received, among them a pretentious 
one on Europe by Aarhus Frimaer- 
handel Brunsgade 33, Aarhus, Den- 
mark, with 8000 illustrations, priced 
at 2.50. It is printed in Danish. 
Another is on Japanese stamps 
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from Holland which, perhaps, would 
interest those who are conversant 
with that language. 

A beautiful brochure, though, has 
been received from Paris re the 
centenary of French postage stamps 
held there in June. 

However, it is impossible to note 
every item of this nature coming to 
Popular Stamps and we trust the 
senders will pardon the omission.

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B.N.A. AIRMAILS FORGED 


The Expert Committee of the Brit- 
ish Philatelic Association issue the 
warning that dangerous forgeries 
have been seen by them of the Brit- 
ish North American air mail pro- 
visionals of various dates. The for- 
geries have been not only of the nor- 
mal stamps but of inverted double 
and triple overprints and of over- 
prints on the wrong side. 

The most dangerous of these ap- 
pear to be the Canadian 6c on 5c, and 
the Newfoundland DO-X and Balbo 
stamps. 

Each of these forgeries bears on 
the back forged guarantees of two 
leading New York dealers who 
specialize in air mail stamps. 

Of course, it may well be that 
these forgeries exist without the 
forged guarantee marks as well, and 
both collectors and dealers are ad- 
vised to seek a competent opinion on 
any of these stamps they may be 
offered. 


The Canada P.O.D. has announced 
that regular air mail service will be 
inaugurated on or about the 13th of 
July between Vancouver, Canada, via 
Honolulu and Fiji, to Sydney, Aus- 
tralia.
